Claims 1, 9-11, 19, & 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Regard et al 5,106,044 in 
view of McDonald 5,584,282. 

Regard shows a stand for vertically supporting an 
archery bow, including a bracket 2 mounted to the riser; 
and legs 6a, 6b having upper portions mounted to the 
bracket, and extending vertically below the riser. However, 
there does not appear to be any vibration damping member 
attached to the legs, so the legs may vibrate and create 
noise when the bow is fired. One would recognize that it 
would be desirable to reduce vibration of the legs. For 
example, McDonald shows that a rod 15 attached to a bow may 
include a stabilizer comprising elastomeric sleeve 31, 
which can be adjusted to a position which provides maximum 
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damping. One would recognize that this sleeve would be 

useful with the legs shown by Regard to reduce vibration. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 

art to provide the support legs of Regard with a vibration 

dampener sleeve, as suggested by McDonald.
